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CONCORDIA CONFERENCE BOLSTERS CANADA'S AEROSPACE EFFORTS 


MONTREAL / August 13, 1987 --- Pierre MacDonald, Québec Minister of External 
Trade and Technological Development, today inaugurated an exhibit at Concordia 


University depicting a "football field size" space station that the U.S. will put into orbit 


early in the next decade. The Concordia exhibit marks the first time that maquettes of 
the mammoth space station have been seen in Canada. 


The exhibit will be on display in the lobby of Concordia University's Henry F. Hall 
Building, 1455 de Maisonneuve Boulevard West, until August 25th. 


The scale models were constructed for NASA by two consortiums headed by 
Rockwell International and McDonnell Douglas, the principal American contractors for 
the $17 billion space station. The huge structure will be assembled in space from parts 


sent into orbit. The behemoth is scheduled for completion by the mid 1990's. 


Canada's participation in the program centers on the space station's Mobile 
Servicing Center (MSC). Representatives of the National Research Council and Spar 
Aerospace Ltd. -- the main Canadian contractor for the project -- were also present at 


today's news conference. 


Besides reiterating Québec's commitment to the development of aerospace 
technology, the Commerce, Trade and Technology Development Minister provided details 
of an upcoming space engineering conference co-sponsored by Concordia University and 
the University of California (UCLA). The conference will be held in Montréal next month 
-- from September 13th to 18th. 


In addition to Mr. MacDonald and key Canadian aerospace industry officials, 
speakers at the space engineering conference will include Frank Oberle; federal Minister 
of State for Science and Technology; Dr. Karl Doetsch, program manager for Canada's 
Space Station Program; and American astronaut (and U.S. Air Force Major) Jerry Ross, a 


Mission Specialist in the Space Shuttle Program.
